The  Illinois  Aeronautics  Act 


The  Illinois  Legislature,  recognizing 
the  contribution  of  civil  aviation  to  the 
economic  development  of  the  State, 
created  the  Department  of 
Aeronautics  in  1945.  The  agency  has 
the  responsibility  to: 

assist  Illinois  communities  to 
develop  airports  by  providing 
planning  and  engineering  services 

*  provide  financial  management  of 
federal,  state,  and  local  funds  for 
airport  development  and 
improvement 

*  promote  aviation  safety  through 
airport  inspection  and  educational 
programs  for  airmen  and  interested 
citizens 

*  provide  timely  and  cost  effective 
air  transportation  for  Illinois  public 
officials,  and  emergency  medical 
transportation  for  critically  ill 
citizens 


In  1 972,  Aeronautics  became  a 
Division  of  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Transportation,  the  agency 
responsible  for  planning, 
development,  and  operation  of 
transportation  systems  throughout 
Illinois. 
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Airport  Engineering 


Good  airport  facilities  are  vital  to  the 
economic  growth  of  a  community  -  and 
a  necessity  for  a  community  that 
wishes  to  attract  new  industry.  But  few 
communities  have  the  in-house 
financial  or  personnel  resources  to 
establish  their  own  aeronautics 
agency.  Fortunately,  in  Illinois,  that 
specialized  professional  assistance  is 
available  from  the  Division  of 
Aeronautics,  Bureau  of  Airport 
Engineering.  The  Division  acts  as  an 
advisor  and  agent  for  the  community 
to: 

*  establish  a  competitive  process  for 
selection  of  planners,  architects, 
construction  contractors,  and  land 
and  relocation  appraisers. 


*  assist  with  applications  for  state 
and  federal  airport  development 
and  improvement  funds 

*  check  plans  and  specifications  to 
ensure  compliance  with  state  and 
federal  standards,  and 
environmental  and  compatible  land 
use  zoning  requirements 

*  handle  bid  letting  and  contract 
award  processing 

*  inspect  construction  materials.

Aviation  Education  and  Safety 


Every  person  who  flies  or  is  involved  in 
aviation  -  pilot,  passenger, 
aeromechanic,  and  airport  operator, 
has  a  vital  interest  in  safety.  Ensuring 
flight  safety  in  Illinois  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Bureau  of  Aviation 
Education  and  Safety.  The  bureau 
administers  safety  and  educational 
programs  that: 

*  certify  and  regularly  inspect 
airports,  heliports,  and  restricted 
landing  areas 

*  register  Illinois  pilots  and  aircraft 
to  maintain  a  current  mailing  list  of 
Illinois  pilots  for  timely  distribution 
of  safety  publications 

*  present  safety  seminars  for  pilots, 
aeromechanics,  balloonists  and 
ultralight  enthusiasts 

*  provide  aviation  education  for 
Illinois  youth  through 
administrative  support  for  the 
Illinois  Wing  of  Civil  Air  Patrol  and 
Aviation  Explorers,  and  curriculum 
development  for  Illinois  schools 
and  colleges  with  the  guidance  of 
the  Illinois  Aviation  Education 
Advisory  Committee. 

*  promote  aviation  education 
through  a  film  library  and  other 
programs  coordinated  with  Illinois 
aviation  associations.

Air  Transportation 


Every  large  organization  -  industrial, 
commercial,  or  government, 
recognizes  the  importance  of  efficient 
management  of  time.  Illinois  is  a  large 
state  -  but  most  Illinois  communities 
can  be  reached  quickly  via  the  state’s 
121  public  airports.  The  Division  of 
Aeronautics  provides  time-efficient  air 
transportation  for  state  officials  and 
air  medical  emergency  transportation 
with  a  fleet  of  five  twin  engine  fixed 
wing  aircraft  and  four  helicopters. 

Fixed  Wing 

A  staff  of  transport  licensed 
professional  pilots  fly  the  all  weather, 
radar  equipped  fixed  wing  feet  nearly 
1 .5  million  miles  per  year.  This  air 
transportation  service  is  available  to 
state  constitutional  officers,  members 
of  the  legislature,  and  employees  of 
state  agencies. 


Rotary  Wing 

Helicopters  have  the  unique  ability  to 
land  just  about  anywhere  -  so  they  are 
particularly  useful  to  State  agencies 
which  must  provide  an  extraordinary 
variety  of  services  to  Illinois  citizens. 
Division  of  Aeronautics  helicopters  are 
used  to: 

*  transport  executives 

survey  highway  locations  and 
review  construction  and 
maintenance  activities 
survey  industrial  plant  locations 
and  perform  environmental  surveys 
transport  police,  fire,  prison,  and 
disaster  officials  and  victims 
during  emergencies. 

Over  40%  of  the  helicopter  fleet’s  flight 
hours  are  spent  transporting  critically 
ill  patients  in  support  of  the  statewide 
Emergency  Medical  Services  program. 
In  1 982,  567  patients  were  moved  to 
trauma  hospitals  by  Division 
helicopters.  To  ensure  quick  response 
to  all  areas  of  the  state,  helicopters  are 
based  in  Rockford,  Peoria,  Springfield, 
and  Carbondale. 


Aircraft  Maintenance 


The  Bureau  of  Aircraft  Maintenance  is 
the  aircraft  service  department  for  the 
Division  of  Aeronautics.  The 
maintenance  facility  is  a  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  approved 
repair  station  that  provides  around  the 
clock  service  to  keep  Division  aircraft 
flying. 

The  Bureau’s  FAA  certified 
technicians  have  the  knowledge  to 
service  and  repair  any  aircraft  in  the 
fleet  -  from  a  single  engine  utility 
aircraft  to  a  sophisticated  twin  -turbine 
engine  helicopter.  Bureau  personnel 
provide  flight  line  services  for  the 
State  fleet  and  visiting  aircraft. 


Administrative  Services 


The  Bureau  of  Administrative  Services 
is  the  fiscal  manager  for  Division  of 
Aeronautics  operations  and  programs: 

*  The  Airport  Contracts  Section 
manages  the  disbursement  of 
state,  local,  and  federal  funds 
which  are  invested  in  airports 
through  the  Illinois  airport 
improvement  program. 

The  Financial  Services  Section 
provides  financial  and  accounting 
services  for  the  Division,  including 
preparation  and  administration  of 
the  annual  budget,  air 
transportation  billings,  and 
purchasing. 

*  The  Business  and  Information 
Systems  Section  develops  and 
supports  computer  applications 
and  building  and  grounds 
maintenance  for  the  Division.
